On February 24, 1959# HACK CHARLES PARKER, a 
colored sale, Luaberton, Mississippi, was arrested by City 
Marshal HAMOND H. SLADE, luaberton, Mississippi, on ehargos 
of raps and kidnaping of Mrs. JUKE YXROIIX1 MALTESE, a white 
female of Petal, Mississippi, early that morning south of 
Luaberton and In pearl Riser County. PARKER was lodged in 
Hinds County Jail, Jackson, Mississippi, on February 24, 
1959, for polygraph tests and was rem o ve d to the Pearl River 
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Between Ili30 pm, April 24, 1959, end about 
12 1 15 AM, April 25, 1959, a band of hooded or naaked nen, 
eight to ten in nunber, entered the Pearl River County Jail, 
located in the Pearl River County Courthouse, this Jail being 
unattended by a Jai ler during the night hours. These mk 
forcibly roaovod PARKER fros the Jail and plaeed bin in an 
autoeoblle parked on the south aide of the courthouse.
